THE LEVEE BREAKS, 


The Great Moganza Gives Way to the Press- 
ure of the Waters. 

New Orleans, La., May 9.—(Special.)— 
It is learned tonight from Captain Dela- 
boussay, who passed there this afternoon, 
that the great Morganza levee, in Point 
Coupe parish, the biggest levee in Louisi- 
ana, broke today, during the great rain 
storm that prevailed, and in consequence 
of the great pressure of the swollen river 
against it. The levee is twenty-five feet 
high, from sixty to seventy wide, and a 
mile long, and is one of the most impor- 
tant along the lower Mississippi and at a 
point where a break will cause the great- 
est possible amount of damage, since it 
will let the water down at Pointee, Cou- 
pee, Iberville, West Baton Rouge, As- 
sumption, Ascension, Lafourche Iberia, 
St. Mary and St. Martin’s parishes, and 
may flood all the country between it and 
the gulf. This levee broke in 1884, when 
it caused some $10,000,000 damage, cut- 
ting down the sugar crop of the state 
materially. 


TO INVESTIGATE GRANT COLLEGE. 


A Charge That Money Is Being Squandered 
by Ita Management. 


Omaha, Neb., May 9.—In the Metho- 
dist conference today a resolution was of- 
fered calling for an investigation into the 
atrairs of Grant university at Chattanooga. 
It was alleged in the resolution that. this 
institution had-squanderéd a great deal of 
money. - 

Dr. J. M. King, of New York, a lead- 
ing candidate for the episcopacy, offered 
a resolution for a proposed amendment to 
the constitution of the United States. It 
relates to the protection of public schools 
in the United States against religious en- 
croachments, and to define the attitude 
of the churches with relation to schools. 
The resolution was adopted and applauded. 

Dr. King offered another resolution de- 
claring that the appropriation of money 
by the national government for ecclesias- 
tical education was not in accord with the 
principles of the constitution, and churches 
should refuse to receive money from the 
government for the education of Indians. 

. King spoke earnestly upon the sub- 
ject, stating that all the churches had 
been getting assistance from the govern- 
ment in their Indian work. He believed 
it was a wrong principle. The Catholic 
church, he said, had received over two 
million dollars. He wanted the whole con- 
tract system nc ype the government and 
the church wiped out. 

The resolution was carried unanimously. 


DEMING CONFESSES 


That He Murdered His Wife, But That All 
His Relatives Are Insane. 


Melbourne, May 9.—The: execution of 
Deeming has been fixed for May 23d. It 
is evident that Deeming has not the slight- 
est hope that his appeal for further inquiry 
into his mental condition will avail him to 
escape hanging. The condemned murderer 
today confessed to a clergyman that he 
killed his wife’at Windsor. Deeming claims 
that, in his youth, he was called “Mad 
T'red,” and says that, on one occasion, he 
threw a girl, who addressed him by that 
name, into a canal when he was 
twelve years old; and, . again, when he 
was sixteen, he was, according to his story, 
confined in asylums. He also says that his 
father, mother and brother were confined 
in asylums. But information reaches here 
from Live 1 that his two brothers, who 
reside in Birkenhead, say there is not a 
word of truth in this story. 


LIVELY GAME OF “CRAPS.® 


In Which One of the] Players Came Near 
' Being Lynched. 


Charleston, W. Va., May 9.—An attempt 
was. made to lynch a man named Sam 
Cummings, by a band of negroes, in this 
city yesterday, as the result of a game of 
“craps.” He shot at the crowd with whom 
he was engaged in a general fight, wounding 
three. He was cha by the mob for a 
mile and a half, when he was arrested by 
officers, who prevented a lynching. When 
brought to the jail, a large crowd of negroes 
surrounded the officers, and, at one time 
seized him, but prompt action prevente 
further trouble. vs er 

A Young Man Drowned. 

Gadsden, Ala., May 9.—(Specialj—A 
young man by the name of Hal , eigh- 
teen years old, was drowned in Wells creek 
while bathing. He had been in only a few 
minutes when he was taken with the cramp, 
and before any assistance could reach him 
he sank to a watery grave. Two men 
who started to his assistance in a boat, 
came very near losing their lives by the 
capsizing of their skiff. The body has not 
been recovered. '

RON IN THE INTERES? OF SAVANNAR, 


To the Exclusion of All Other In- 
terests of the Country. 


IT 18 DISCUSSED IN NEW YORK, 


And Directs Great Interest Toward the 
Election Which Is to Take Place 
on the 16th of May. 


New York, May 9.—(Special.)}—The Cen- 
tral railroad of Georgia was freely discussed 
today around the headquarters of the Cen 
tral Trust Company. 

It appears that an election is to be held 
on the 16th of May for president and 4 
board of directors for the Central rail- 
road of Georgia. This election is out of 
the regular order and was brought about 
by a decree of Judge Speer and the action 
of the board of directors, as receivers, and 
some of the stockholders of the Central. 

The information has reached here that 
the present board of directors of the Central 
purpoges to run the road exclusively in the 
interest of the city of Savannah, and it is 
said that no other interest is in it.. The 
Savannah torchlight procession, the manner 
in which Savannah got an exclusive monop- 
oly of the board of the Ocean Steamship 
Company, and other things, it is held, point 
to a reorganization of the old regime under 
Mr. Comer’s administration. 

The stockholders admit that they are in 
the hands: of the court and cannot help 
themselves, but that there is & point where 
it will appear to the court that those who 
are entitled to be benefited by this litiga- 
tion are the stockholders of the Central rail- 
road, and fhat it will be as disreputable to 
rob them of their property as it would be 
for the Terminal people to adopt a _ like 
course if they could. 

The stockholders have made up their minds 
to have their wishes made known to the 
court, and news has just reached here from 
Macon that Judge Speer has, upon petition 
of the Central Trust Company, issued an 
order calling for the road to show cause 
before the court on next Thursday why the 
large block of stock held by the Central 
Trust Company should not be allowed to 
participate in the election ordered for May 
16th. The order of the court was impera- 
tive that the 42,000 shares of stock should 
not be voted by the Terminal people, and of 
course this will not be done. It could not 
be under the new order of things, if the 
Terminal people wanted to vote it, because 
they have now no interest in the stock. 
They issued bonds for their stock in the 
road and sold the bonds, realizing money on 
the investment, but retaining the voting 
power. The action of Judge Pardee and 
Judge Speer in depriving this corporation 
of the power to vote its stock after it sur 
rendered its right in the lease ended all in- 
terest the Terminal people had in this prop- 
erty, and they have surrendered all right, 
directly or indirectly, to vote the stock under 
any circumstances. The .Central Trust 
Company now asks for the right to vote the 
stock as stakeholder. 

Some of the ablest lawyers here give it 
as their opinion that if this stock is denied 
the right to vote under any circumstances 
the board elected by the minority stoekbold- 
ers will be illegal and void, and that if so 
elected it would be greatly handicapped and 
embarrassed, and that Central railroad se 
curities would consequently suffer. 

It is held that whatever happens the road 
will have to remain in the hands of Judge 
Speer for quite a while apd be administered 
by the court, and the stockholders here 
would rather let it remain there than to let 
it be run exclusively in the interest of Savan- 
nah. ‘They think that a large number of 
the Savannah people got a large price for 
their stock, got the money, and in selling 
lost control of the road, and that they now 
want to regain control of the property with- 
out buying it, and run it exclusively in their 
interest, and this is the idea they propose 
to fight. They. want a management that 
will run the road not only in the interest of 
the people in its territory, but also with a 
view to making it give reasonable returns 
to the stockholders, and they are going to 
exhaust their resources to get this. They 
will make a strong fight before Judge Speer 
and will keep up the fight all along the line 
until the matter is definitely settled. 


CENTRAL'S MAJORITY STOCK. 


The Central Trust Company of New York 
Asks to Vote It. 
Macon, Ga., May 9.—(Special.)—The 
Central Trust Company, of New York, 
wants to vote the majority block of Cen- 
tral railroad stock at the election tomorrow 
week. Judge Henry B. Tompkins, of At- 
lanta, presented to Judge Speer this morn- 
ing a petition, asking to grant an order ak 
lowing the Central Trust Company to vote 
the 42,200 shares of stock. is block is 
now under an injunction placed upon it 
March 25th, when Judge Speer directed 
that no votes should be received at the 
coming election on behalf of the majority 
stock unless upon a bona fide: transfer of 
the same, approved. by the court. The 
Central Trust Company ‘says that it be 
lieves that the Georgia company and the 
Richmond and West Point Terminal, in 
submission to the decree of the court, waive 
all right to vote the stock. The petition de 
clares that if the court will permit the 
Central Trust Company to vote that block, 
the petitioner purposes, and intends to vote 
it, without any directions. or instructions, 
from either the Terminal company or the 
Georgia company or the officers or directors 
of either. Judge Tompkins explained in 
his petition how the Central Trust Com- 
any holds the 42,200 shares. It first came 
into possession of 40,000 shares, which 
had been bought by the Georgia company. 
Upon that block bonds were issued. The 
Central Trust became trustee under the 
mortgage. Most of these bonds must have 
been held by the tras omg because, when 
the Terminal: made its $24,300,000 bond 
issue in 1889, a large amount of the Geor- 
ia company’s bonds were put up as col- 
gy h the petition, Judge S 
r hea e petition, Judge Speer 
set Thursday, May 12th, for the hearing.

The third day of the Baptist conven- 
tion developed a sensation of no small 
proportions. Up to the afternoon session 
everything had been harmonious, but the 
report upon mission work among the 
colored people proved a bombshell which 
was the signal for heavy cannonading. 
For fifteen minutes Dr. Hawthorne shell- 
ed the woods’ with caustic sentences, in 
reply to others hardly less caustic in the 
report brought in by Rev. C. C. Brown, 
of South Carolina. 

The proceedings of the morning session 
were full of interest. 

The committee on the time and place 
of next meeting is reported to have agreed 
on Nashville where an auditorium seat- 
ing 6,000 is guaranteed the convention. 

The great body is rapidly rushing 
through business and may get through 
tonight. 


Morning Session. 


Dr. H. A. Tupper, secretary of the 
foreign mission board, offered a resolution 
thanking Dr. H.C. Mabie for his missionary 
address of Saturday, and providing for 
fraternal delegates to the American Mis- 
sionary Union, which meets at Philadelphia 
May 24th. The resolution was adopted, 
and, on a call for volunteers, the following 
gentlemen agreed to go:

It was agreed to, 
and the report of the committee on the 
treasurer’s report of the foreign mission 
board was read by Mr. Thomas D. 
Osborne, and was adopted. 

How to Raise Money. 


The next matter was the committee re- 


pert on the financial, method -of the-mission 


boards. It was read by Dr. J. H. Kil- 
patrick, president of the Georgia state con- 
vention. The report showed a great variety 
of methods in-use im different states. The 
result of the variety is not wholly bene- 
ficial. It removes responsibility from the 
beards, and prevents their adopting a 
general plan. ‘Methods which work well 
in Virginia and North Carolina would not 
work at all in Texas. The report recom- 
mends that the home and foreign boards 
apportion among the states the amount of 
money that -will have to be raised in each, 
in order -to make the total needed, the 
state boards to apportion their’ several 
amounts among associations and churches. 
The work must devolve largely on partors. 
Mass meetings should be held at stated 
times to stir up the people to giving. Full 
reports of receipt& should be made monthly 
in. the newspapers. Reports of receipts 
should. also be read at associational meet- 
ings. This should be supplemented by a 
wide distribution of missionary literature. 
After all, the great necessity in raising 
a is a higher type of religious 
ife. 
The Printing Press as a Factor. 


Rev. E. Y. Mullen explained the work of 
the mission room at Baltimore, which is 
engaged in publishing tracts on mission 
work. These tracts are prepared by 
Tichenor, Dr. Bell, Dr. Jones, Dr. Tupper, 
and others. The enterprise is conducted 
by the union association of Maryland upon 
an appropriation of $500, which capital is 
turned over, and the tracts,sold at cpst— 
from 1 to 10 cents a copy. - 

Rev. J. W. Warder, of Kentucky, secre- 
tary of the mission board of that state, 
discussed the report, saying this centennial 
year would mark a great era, and the 
convention purposes to put at work forces 
that will create this era. ‘“There will be 
good speeches and sermons on missions this 
year. What shall we do with thts centen- 
nial: thunder?” He appreciated system 
everywhere. re was no increase in the 
receipts of forei missions in Kentucky 
last year, notwithstanding the fact that the 
missionary speeches of the year were un- 
usually fine. Tupper says: 
“Aroused emotion is a dangerous’ farce. 
Stir up the people to a high pitch, and they 
throw their hats in the air and go home, 
thinking the work is done. The method 
is to get people to make permanent sub- 
scriptions to be paid weekly or monthly. 
Collections are all good, but they will not 
accomplish the great purpose of the move 
ment.’ 

Dr. E. W. Warren. 


Dr. E. Warren commended the report 
and made further suggestions. Men of the 
world follow the method of the woman who 
put leaven in the lump. Dr. Warren re 
marked on the methods of the democratic 
organization, showing a gratifying famil- 
iarity with the subject, and suggested a 
similar organization for the purpose of 
raising the centennial fund. To carry out 
this idea he suggested a Gentral committee 
of three for each state, and under them a 
committee of three for each association, 
then a similar organization in each church. 

Dr. Felix on Facts. 


Dr. J. 8. Felix, of Lynchburg, Va., was 
profoundly convinced that the people need 
in a succinct form the facts of missions. 
At recent meetings in Virginia the people 
were hungry for facts. e were some 
eloquent men there, but the preacher who 
was listened to most eagerly was the one 
who gave the facts of missions. The

Dr. W. lL. Pickard spoke briefly on the 
theology of the Sunday school publications.

Dr. J. B. Gambrell. 


Dr. Gambrell then proceeded to shake 
up the convention. He said Dr. Eaton 
needed watching, for he was very apt to 
say something. He had said some good 
things about Sunday school libraries and the 
speaker wanted to supplement it. “There 
are books that make a boy get sick on re 
ligion and die. (Laughter.) We want @ 
healthy religion. We want the healthy 
boys to come in. Sidney Smith said there 
are three kinds of people, men, women and 
Episcopal preachers. (Laughter.) I-think 
Baptist preachers are about as bad—neither 
men nor women—with no muscle on them.

AND HE SPEAKS OUT HIS MIND, 


Wet Mincing Words in the Least in Ref- 
erence jto the Matter—He Tells 
the Story from the Rostrum. 


A tall, slender gentleman, with a face 
strikingly expressive, and strongly sugges- 
tive of that of the late Rev. J. G. Arm- 
strong. which likeness is increased by the 
raven black hair and soulful eyes, dressed 
in a dark gray suit, with a white necktie, 
patent leathers and shiny silk tile—that’s a 
picture of the Rey. Thomas Dixon, Jr., pas- 
tor of the ‘Twenty-third street Baptist 
church of New York city. 

That’s him as he stood in the lobby of the 
Kimball house yesterday afternoon, with 
his hands full of papers, greeting old friends 
and repudiating the purported interview 
with himself recently published in The New 
York Press. ' 

Everybody he met asked him about it, 
and to every one he repudiated it. 

Dr. Dixon’s personality would excite in- 
terest anywhere. He has a distinguished 
presence, and there is an energy about the 
man which is remarkable. His face is a 
stidy. It is not a reposeful one, although 
distinctly southern. Every feature of it is 
expressive of vivacity and life. There is 
an energy and fire behind it which light it 
up wonderfully. 

Dr. Dixon has been in New York but 
three years; but in that short time many 
things have conspired tc make him famous. 
His striking personal appearance, backed by 
his aggressiveness and intellectual force 
quickly won him his way to the front in the 
metropolis. 

But aside from this. his strong defense of 
the south, and advocacy of the 
justice of her cause in the 
pit, on the lecture platform aad 
where, quickly brought him into conspicu- 
ous notice. Everywhere the young and elo- 

uent and intellectual southerner defended 

e south. Soon the republican newspapers 
took up his name, and made it the object of 
Vilification and abuse.

The matter is of such a nature as will] 
create a profound sensation in Baptist cir- 
cles—and in other circles, too. 

Dr. Dixon talks about the matter in no 
uncertain way, and of Dr Hawthorne he is 
particularly defiant. He explained the mat- 
ter td a Constitution reporter in full yester- 
day afternoon. 

About-.a month age Dr. Dixon decided to 
come south for a short visit. His-visit was 
as much a tour of pleasure as for any other 
reason, although he wes to deliver several 
lectures on his rounds. Dr. Dixon’s ser- 
mous are syudicak&u by a New York con- 
cern and are published in a large number of 
papers throughout the country. 

Is under contract with this 

cern to furnish a sermon every 
week, and a fortnight before he proposed 
siarting for the south he began to make ar- 
rangements for a church to preach in on 
Sunday May Sth, He was under contract 
to deliver a sermon; he had to deliver it 
somewhere. He intended being in Atlanta on 
that day which was day before. yesterday. 
The city would be full of Baptists aud he 
anticipated much pleasure in being among 
them. So about two weeks ago he tele 
graphed Dr. Hawthorne to know if it 
could be arranged so that he could fill one 
of the Atlanta pulpits on Sunday May Sth. 

“As soon as I did that,’ said he, “my 
brother told me, “Hawthorne will keep you 
out of Atlanta if he can. He is intensely 
sectional and he will never allow any 
northern minister to preach in Atlanta if 
he can help it, while he is waging such a 
strong fight for the Southern Publication 
mo te I laughed at brother Clarence, 
Dr. wthorne,’ I told him, ‘is no such 
idiot as that; he is not a fool. There will 
be no trouble about that.’ 

“But a week passed by and I heard 
nothing from Dr. Hawthorne. I decided 
that my brother had taken the right view 
of Dr. Hawthorne’s position in the matier 
and I went ahead and made arrangements 
to preach in Columbus on that day. Hard- 
ly had I done this when I received a very 
cordial letter from Dr. Hawthorne saying 
in substance, ‘Come on; the best pul it in 
Atlanta shall be at your disposal. 4 was 
just going to write him a letter of thanks 
when, on the following day, 1 received 
another letter from Dr. Hawthorne. It was 
radically different in ‘tone aud sentiment 
from the first one. He said plainly that he 
did not think it proper that I should preach 
in Atlanta at all; that he would object 
to my appearing in any Atlanta pulpit, 
in view of my recent utterances regarding 
the south. The letter was very distant. 

“I just sat down and replied to Dr. Haw- 
thorne something like this: ‘I am a soutb- 
erner. I was born in the south, and knew 
what ,outhern hospitality and courtesy 
were long before I ever knew you. Your 
treatment of me has developed a revelation 
in southern hospitality to me. I never knew 
anything like it before. to assure 
you, Dr. Hawthorne, if you ever visit my 
section upon any occasion I shall be de 
lighted to treat you decently.’ 

‘Now, as soon as 1 got that letter my 
first impulse was to come to Atlanta and 
preach in Atlanta anyway. I am not de 
pendent on Dr. Hawthorne for a place to 
speak. Hire a hall, that’s what I was go- 
ing to do and give Hawthorne Hail Eo 
lumbia. In fact some young men invited 
me to do this, but upon maturer reflec- 
tion I thought I would not do so. 

‘I feel sore over this treatment. The

000. In March, 1869, Sasseen conveyed 
part of the same lot, fronting fifty feet on 
Broad street at its junction with Peachtree 
and running back on Luckie street to Per- 
medus Reynolds, father of Captain John 
G. Reynolds and of Mrs... R. F’. Maddox 
and Mrs. Dr. J. F. Alexander, for $7,000. 
In February, 1872, Permedus Reynolds 
conveyed the same lot 50x105 feet to alley 
to Mary L. Boyd, now deceased, and late 
wife of Captain Isaac S. Boyd. This record 
of sixty-seven years will suggest to many 
persons now living in Atlanta, many sad 
and many pleasant mémories.

“ONLY EIGHT JURORS SO FAR SELECTED 


Y ner a Panel of Forty-Eight Had Been 
Exhausted—The Case Will Go On 
This Morning. 


When Porter Stocks stepped briskly in- 
gide the railing of the criminal courtroom 
yesterday morning and quietly took his 
geat he appeared for all the world as he 
did on that fatal Friday afternoon when 


pete he took poor Alph Cassin’s life. 


He wore the same suit of clothes, and 
his bright, black eyes sparkled just as 
brightly as on that day. The boyish pris- 
oner glanced quickly at the many faces in 
the courtroom, and betrayed not the least 
pervousness. 

With him was Ed Holland. The latter 
seemed just a trifle worn, but not dejected. 

The two prisoners had been brought to- 

ther from jail, chained to Heflin, the al- 

ged perjurer, and the two negro women 
who are charged with complicity in the 
Annie Searcy case. The last three pris- 
oners were locked in the prison room, and 
Stocks and Holland carried into court. 

The courtroom was densely packed, 
mainly by the morbidly curious who al- 
ways hang around when a man’s life is 
in the balance. In the crowd were a few 
business men, a few clerks, a few police- 
men off duty and toughs out of number. 

Inside the railing were the attorneys in 
the case, Sheriff Morrow, three or four 
bailiffs, forty-eight jurors and Porter 
Stocks’s father. Captain Stocks occupied 
a seat by Mr. Reuben Arnold, Sr., the 
leading counsel for the defense. Close to 
him sat the prisoner at the bar. 

When the case was called the first ques- 
tion that came up was whether Holland, 
who had been indicted as an accomplice, 

ould be tried at the same time with 
ore It was decided, in short order, 
that the two men should be tried sepa- 
rately, and the trial of Porter Stocks was 
entered into. 

Counsel ‘for 
pounced “ready. 

Solicitor Hill was ready. | 

The several attorneys in the case as- 
sumed a look of interest. There were pres- 
ent as yrneys for the defense, Messrs. 
Reuben Arnold, Sr., Reuben Arnold, Jr., 
Lowry Arnold, John M. Slaton and John 
T. Glenn. ; 

The state was represented by Solicitor 
Hill, W. C. Glenn and Welborn Bray. 
The latter two gentlemen have been em- 
ployed by Alph Cassin’s brothers to assist 
in the prosecution. 

The work of striking a jury began. It 
was evident from the first that this would 
be a tedious and difficult task. 

Juryman Kimball, the first of the forty- 
eight to step to the front was struck out 
for catise. He resumed his seat among 
the spectators. 

John H. Diggs came forward next, and 
having not previously formed an opinion 
on the case, not being opposed to capital 
punishment, and neither side finding any 
objection to him he took his seat in the 
jury box, rather lonely looking at first. 

Stocks glanced at the one juror with 
some show of interest. 

Several other names were called and the 
owners of them stepped forward, and after 
the usual formula were excused for cause 
or were objected to. 

W, E. Quarles, the blacksmith, was the 
second juryman who took his seat in the 
box. He was subjected to the usual code 
of questions, and was found all right. 

Then came a number of other jurors in 
review, and a series of objections were made 
and allowed. O. T. Adams was the third 
man selected fo set upon Porter Stocks's 
life. Then some more jarors were object- 
ed to, until Mr. B. H. Overby, the well- 
known head clerk of the Atlanta and West 
Point road, stepped forward. There was no 

ood reason why he should not act as a 
juryman, and he took his seat, making a 

rtet. : 
we T. W. Jones, the well-known business 
man, was the next juryman selected. Then 
out of a number of jurors, with the usual 
quota of objections, Mr. I*ort M. are, 3 
Mr. W. A. Bentley, the contractor, and Mr.

Georgia in the Convention. 
Nearly all the counties of Georgia have 
Sclected delegates to the state convention, 
and those which are yet to act will not 
chinge the complexion of that body so 
far as its attitude toward the democratic 


Domination is concerned The status of. 


the convention is fixed, and it is perfectly 
gatisfactory to The Constitution. A major 
tiy of the delegates, representing an over- 
wWhelming majority of the party in Geor 
gia, are opposed to the nomination of a 
candidate who cannot lead the party to 
victory. In other words they are not fav- 
orable to the nomination of Mr. Cleveland. 
The contest is over and we would not 
change the result if we could. 

Before the campaign was fairly begun 
in Georgia The Constitution suggested 
that it was the duty, not only of Georgia, 
but of every southern state, to send dele 
gations to Chicago unhampered by in- 
structions. We desire to renew this sug- 
gestion and urge it upon all southern 
states. It is a suggestion that will bear 
enlargement. No man should be charged 
with the responsibility of representing 
his party in the Chicago convention who 
is not willing to sacrifice his prejudices, 
his preferences and his judgment in be 
half of the success of the party. 

The Constitution has its preferences, 
with sound arguments to back them, but 
it is willing to surrender them all at the 
bidding of those whose views may be 
taken to represent those of the demo- 
crats who will be compelled to bear the 
brunt of the campaign. This should be 
the attitude and disposition of every true 
democrat who regards the party and its 
success as of more importance than the 
political fortunes of any man or set of 
men. 

It should be borne in mind that the del- 
egations of very few states that have 
acted thus far are hampered by instruc- 
tions. We think that the attitude of Geor- 
gia and the south should be controlled 
first, last and all the time by the consid- 
* ~-ons that point to democratic success, 
ahe delegations from this section should 
plant their feet firmly on this high ground, 
and firmiy resist all appeals that may 
be made to place the personal fortunes 
or ambition of any candidate above the 
necessity of party success. 

The earlier hours of the Chicago con- 
vention will be given over to consulta- 
, ons out of which the policy of the party 

will be developed. The south should enter 
into these consultations with a sincere 
desire to do all in its power to aid in 
formulating a policy and naming a candi- 
date that will win. 

Fortunately, there is no great problem 
here—no mystery. The south cannot go 
astray unless it shall permit personal con- 
sid2rations to lead it away from its 
urgent duty. The situation is precisely 
what it was four months ago, when The 
Constitution, discussing this subject, sug- 
gested that the south could best make its 
influence felt in the convention and in 
the whole country by finding out the 
desires of the doubtful states and follow- 
img their lead. 

In these doubtful states, the campaign 
will be fought; in these states the contest 
will be decided. These states are New 
York, New Jersey, Connecticut and Indi- 
ana. The candidate upon. whom the demo- 
crats of these doubtful states unite will 
be the man for the party to nominate. 
The south can make no mistake by follow- 
ing the lead and backing up the choice 
of these doubtful states. 

This is the programme dictated by com- 
mon sense, for the man that can carry 
these states can carry the country. Let 
the southern delegations, therefore, go to 
the convention unhampered and free to 
follow their own judgment. If they are 
composed of men who believe that the 
party is bigger than any man, and that 
party success is more important than the 
ambition of any candidate, the south will 
play an important and a patriotic part 
in the deliberations 3 of the convention. 


The Dishonest Gold Dollar. 

~ Why are the agents of Wall street and 
the money power so keen in their oppo- 
sition to the free coinage of silver? Why 
are the goldbug democrats ready (as far 
as their power goes) to break up their 
party rather than permit the majority to 
carry out its wishes? The reason is plain. 
The goldbugs are creditors and the mon- 
ey their debtors will be compelled to pay 
them is increasing in value more rapidly 
than any other form of property. 

Let us look into the matter a little. On 
April 11th The New York Tribune remark- 
ed that “much current complaint is doubt- 
less due to the fact that prices are low, 
the range of 200 commodities being about 
18 per cent lower than a year ago, when 
the effects of the short crops of 1890 were 
more felt.” 

To get at the real meaning of this drop 
in prices it is only necessary to remark 
that an ounce of silver bullion can be 
exchanged for as great a quantity of 
every commodity except gold as it could 
have been a year ago. In other words, 
gnly gold has increased in value, while 
silver and other commodities have main- 
tained their status, This is the trouble 
with the goldbugs. Gold is increasing in 


Yalue all the time. It has increased 15 


per cent during the past twelve months, 
All debts have increased in just that pro- 
portion. It will take twenty pounds of 
Sotton to pay a debt which could . have 


is doing for the country. . 
tor to increase the wealth of the ereditor. 
It cheats the poor that the rich may grow 
richer. This is the dollar 
which we hear so much talked about, 
This is, in fact, the dishonest dollar 
which, constantly increasing: in value, is 
grinding every man that owes 4a 
dollar, cutting down the wages of labor 
and destroying the profits of farming. In 
one year this so-called honest dollar has 
increased in value 15 per cent. 

Taking an impartial view of the matter, 
we can only wonder that the people of 
this country have shown so much patience 
and forbearance in the face of the suffer- 
ing that has been the result of the crime 
of stripping silver of its money value. 

How much longer do they propose to 
put up with this condition of affairs? 


Rudyard Kipling on New York. 

If Mr. Kipling intends to make Amer- 
ica his future home he is evidently satis- 
fied to be among us but not of us. 

Since he has become a resident of Ver- 
mont, Mr. Kipling has squandered the 
gall and bitterness, accumulated during 
the protracted struggle with his liver 
in India, in such a prodigal fashion that 
people are beginning to wonder where 
he keeps his reserve supply, and how he 
manages to keep it continuously on tap. 

The Anglo-Indian novelist has come to 
this country apparently loaded for bear, 
and by the side of his letters the “Amer!l- 
can Notes’ of Charles Dickens make very 
tame reading. Our visitor declares that 
the management of New York is the 
shiftless outcome of squalid barbarism 
and reckless extravagance.. He believes 
that London would be preferable, even 
with the streets permanently torn up and 
the lamps taken down. Our natives are 
described as a lawless breed, ready to 
wink at one evasion of the law if they 
protit by another, and in their rare hours 
of leisure content to smile over the de 
tails of a clever fraud. 

“This young story-teller from India finds 
nothing but botchwork in our metropolis— 
nothing but brutal indifference, fraud and 
something very like anarchy. “After sur- 
veying the situation he longs for some 
thing finished—even Egypt and a dead 
mummy. In conclusion our critic says: 
“It is neither seemly nor safe to hint 
that the government of the largest city 
of America is a despotism of the alien, 
by the alien, for the alien, tempered with 
occasional insurrections of decent folk.” 

Of course it will be understood that 
when Mr. Kipling attacks New York it 
is his purpose to assail American civili- 
zation. Some of us, in our pride of sec- 
tion and statehood, may forget this, but 
readers on the other side of the water 
do not forget it. They see a fearless free 
lance who has penetrated our citadels 


single-handed to 65,000,000 people who 
have been shamed into silent confession. 

Undoubtedly, there are Americans 
among us who welcome these attacks, 
and there are others who fear that the 
stranger within our gates has told the 
truth. But what about the centers of 
English civilization? Editor Stead’s ex- 
po3ures, and General Hooth's picture of 
“Darkest England,” the every-day cry of 
despair from the class-ridden masses of 
London, and the readiness of English 
toilers to abandon their native land for 
America—as though they were running 
away from a pestilence—these things 
should be borne in mind when a glib for- 
eigner talks about our barbarism and 
botchwork. 

But let Mr. Kipling proceed with his 
work. It is not easy to write down a 
nation—people are never really written 
dowh, except when they do it them- 
selves! 


3 Taxing Great Fortunes. 

The death of a rich man in England, 
leaving behind him a fortune of $17,500,- 
000, without a single bequest to charity, 
has revived public interest in the pro- 
posed heavy tax on inheritances. 

The opponents of an income tax will 
find it difficult to advance any very strong 
arguments against a tax which does not 
make itself felt until the death of the 
owner of the property. It is true that it 
diminishes the amount the heir expected 
to receive, but as he never earned or 
accumulated the fortune by his own 
efforts, but received it as a mere windfall 
or pick-up, there is no special reason for 
considering his feelings. 

In this country, where we have an army 
of millionaires, popular sentiment favors 
an income tax, but as it is feared that 
the tax would be very generally evaded, 
it might be a good idea to have a gradu- 
ated income tax and also an inheritance 
tax. Between the two, the great fortunes 
of the country would be tolerably certain 
to get a whack that would trim them 
down. 

The Review of Reviews, speaking of 
the wealthy Englishman’s death already 
alluded to, says: 

Mr. W. H. Smith was a citizen of more 
public spirit than most of his contemporaries. 
He was a good man, who sincerely cared for 
the common weal. His private beneficence 
was greater than people were aware of. But 
none of these facts lessen the disagreeable 
impression made upon the public mind by the 
final fact that in his will nothing was left to 
the public or the poor. Rightly or wrongly, 
there is growing up on both sides of the At- 
lantic a deep-rooted jealousy of enormous for- 
tunes. This abhorrence has not yet reached 
the extreme point of putting a price on the 
head of a millionaire, as of yore upon the 
head of a wolf; but there are a considerable 
number of energetic reformers, both in «ng- 
land and America, who seem to regard that 
as their ultimate goal. Millionaires will be 
allowed by them to exist, but they must 
justify their existence by proving that thev 
are capable of doing things for the public 
which the public cannot do for itself; hence, 
the wise millionaire will pay a liberal ransom, 
not only during his life, but also at his death, 
The time is coming when such a will as that 
of Mr. Smith's, with many millions made over 
to friends and relatives, and not even a tithe 
devoted to public and charitable objects, will 
be regarded as a disgrace to the family in 
which the will is proved. That it was possi- 
ble for so good a man as Mr. Smith to make 
such a will shows—so claimthe socialists—the 
urgent necessity for using the law to educate 
the conscience as to the responsibility of 
wealth. 

The means for doing this, declare the En- 
glish socialists, are ready to band. The pro- 
posal to levy a municipal death duty on all 
large fortunes has received such an impetus 
from the above incident as Mr. Sidney Webb 
probably never dreamed of; for if it had been 
the law that the municipality had a right to 
levy a tithe upon all estates above a million, 
the London county council would bave re- 
ceived from Mr. W. H. Smith’s estate a sum 
variously estimated.at from £175,000 to £350,- 
000. It is probable that no such drastic law 
as that of the tithe will be passed—at least, 
for some time to come. But the next parlia-

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The oldest newspaper in the world, of 
course, is in China. It is The King Pan, is 
the official journal of the empire, and was 
founded in 911. Originally it was published 
intermittently. but after 1361 it appeared 
regularly every week. In 1804 it was con- 
verted into a daily, and now issues three edi- 
tions a day, and sells at about a cent a copy. 
The morning sheet, printed on yellow paper, 
is devoted to commercial news. It has a 
circulation of about eight thousand copies. 
The midday issue contains official documents 
and general news. The evening edition, 
printed on red paper, gives the latest intel- 
ligence and extracts from the two previous 
editions. The. paper is conducted by six 
literati appointed by the state. 
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The New York Byening Sun says: ‘‘When 
Prentice Mulford was found lying dead in his 
canoe, face upward, he held in his hand a 
manuscript which then excited comment and 
is still a matter of conjecture. But it called’ 
attention to a series of small tracts written 
by him and known as the “White Cross 
Library.’’ Since that time there has sprung 
up in Boston a Prentice Mulford cult. This 
is largely among women and men of fashion, 
to whom previously the name of Prentice 
Mulford, the California bohemian, the eccen- 
tric journalist, was unknown. Without read- 
ing those tracts it is difficult to know in just 
what these new teachings consist, except that 
their essence is unworldliness, their object 
self-purification, and one of the methods most 
dwelt upon is solitude with meditation. 
During his life Prentice Mulford had put up a 
little -house in Boston in which any wayfarer 
of the street was privileged to stop in and 
rest. This house, some of those who have 
become interested in the teachings, or rather 
in the thoughts and id3as of Prentice Mulford, 
have interested themselves to maintain for 
the same purpose, and also as a retreat where 
any tired mother from out the crowded hives 
which make so many city homes can go for 
rest and meditation and without question or 
comment. There was an article not long ago in 
The Contemporary RevieW¥ on the spiritualiza- 
tion of thought in France. No one who moves 
mrch among his fellow creatures here can 
fail to find the same tendencies, and these 
among the most worldly surroundings, and in 
the midst of the apparently most unceasing 
diversions.’’

The National Religious Liberty Association | 


Says a Word or So. 


The following address is issued by the At- 
lanta committee of the National Religious 
Association, an organization 

opposes civil 

legislating on religious questions, 
and which, therefore, has made an issue on 
Sunday laws as being contrary to the federal 


constitution: 
Agitation of Sunday Laws. 


There is a time to speak, and a time to 
keep silent. But silence means cowardice 
when truth and the unalienable rights or men 
are at stake. Freedom of speech, of the press 
and of the individual conscience, to choose and 
practice that form of religion which conscience 
dictates, is a privilege guaranteed by the con- 
stitution of the United States to all its citi- 
zens. And it is the boast of the ‘‘Sons of Lib- 
erty,’’ that one class have a right to declare 
their opinions, as wel] as another. Occasion 
for careful thought and expression is present- 
ed in the agitation of the Sunday closing of the 
world’s fair, and the enactment and careful 
enforcement of strict Sunday laws, in the 
Gate City of the Empire State of the south. 
At present the city is greatly agitated on the 
subject of Sabbath observance, and it behooves 
us, as citizens, as lovers of justice and liber- 
ty, to weigh well the wheat mr before taking 
a stand. City council, ministers’ associations 
and other conventions,~and various individuals 
are urging the stoppage of Sunday street cars; 
bread, meat, milk and ice deliveries, and the 
cessation of the publication of the Sunda 
newspapers. Is it not well for us to investi- 
gate the reasons presented for and against 
such legislation? 


A Religious Question. 


We are told that the crying of the Sunday 
matt disturbs the early worshipers, 
and that this and every form of work is a vio- 
lation of the fourth commandment, and should 
be prohibited, because it destroys the sanctity 
of the day and abolishes its holy character. 

While it is the privilege of the pulpit and 

ress, convention and association, to discuss 

e character of the day of rest and manner 
in which it should be observed by the individu- 
al, yet in a country like ours, where church 
and state are constitutionally separate, what 
right hdve the lawmakers in congress, state 
legislature or city council, to pass laws to en- 
force the sacred observance of Saturday or 
Santas. as a day of rest and worship? The 
idea that nothing not of a religious character 
should be permitted on Sunday by the city 
authorities is owing in the minds of our 
lawmakers, and if continued will surely end 
in such legislation as will bring religious per- 

; me of our councilmen have al- 
ready felt this danger as is evident from ex- 
ressions recorded in the constitution of June 

, 1891, page 2, where Mr. Hulsey is reported 
as saying: ‘‘At the rate we are going, we will 
Boon have the old Connecticut b ue laws over 
us.” Said Mr. Hendrix: “I shall never vote 
for a law to allow the violation of the Sab- 
path I am the only man here against it. 
_ willing to be judged by my God.” And 
Mr. Woodward declared, “Mr. Hulsey is right; 
we are getting the blue laws. Some of these 
ves song who are so much in love with that 
Sunday law let their cooks work on Sunday. 
Don’t the preacher get his a for talking ‘to 
his congregation on Sunda ieen't the mem- 
bers of the choir paid? don’t ask any one 
te be my guardian. I serve the Lord as it 
suits me, and he, not you, will judge me.”

Those Protestant bigots, the Mathers 
of New England, kept Boston in a state of 
lively fermentation by their extreme views 
on Sunday observance. * * * Next to this 
rigid enforcement of Sabbath laws was -the 
war waged on Quakers and Baptists, inter- 
lined with an occasional holocaust in the way 
of witch burning. There the Mathers, In- 
crease and Cotton, were as autocratic in their 
tty sphere as Hildebrand in his broader 
locese. And how appropriately it can be 
repeated: “The recent tempest in a teapot’ 
that this question produced in Atlanta ‘shows 
that the puritanic theory of the Sabbath stil] 
has some foothold in this progressive city. 


Danger to Liberty of Conscience,

national existence to the present time, by 
statesmen, moral philosophers, clergymen and 
others who have noted the intolerance big- 
aM ane persecution whieh lurk in such leg- 
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in the world, but that it sometimes 
of its place, especially when it meddles with 
religion. It is an acknowledgement of weak- 
ness for any religion to ask aid of the state. 
And whenever the church has secured state 
aid she has lost her purity and soiled her 
garments. The functions of the state are to 
protect in the enjoyments of their natural 
rights, equally, ali of her citizens. But when 
it fosters any religion itsgoes beyond its right. 
It has no right to show any preference to 
Protestant, Catholic, Jew, Mohammedan, _in- 
rist said: ‘My kingdom 


ely from our relations to God, and 
not from our relations to man. Now, 
duties to God are never to be placed within 
the control of human legislation. If the civil 
magistrate has a “— to take cognizance of 
this duty to God, he has the right to take 
cognizance of every other.” 
d if he have a right to take cognizance 
of the duty, he has a right to prescribe in 
what manner it shall be discharged; or if 
he sees fit, to forbid the observance of it al- 
together. The concession of*this right would, 
therefore, lead to direct interference 
with liberty of conscience. “The keeping of 
the Sabbath is a moral duty. Hence, if it 
be acceptably observed, it must be voluntary 
service. But the civil magistrate can never 
do anything more than produce obedience to 
the oxternal precept; which, in the sight of 
God, would not be the keeping of the Sab- 
bath at all. Hence, to allow the civil .magis- 
trate to enforce the observance of the Sab- 
bath, would be to surrender to him the con- 
trol over the conscience, without attaining 
even the object for which the surrender was 
made.

He has 
been identified for the past forty years 
in state politics, always making a strong 
fight for the democratic party and for 
true democratic principles. . 

Mr. Alred was a member of the senate 
in the 60’s and afterwards a member of 
the house in °75 and ’76. He also served 
the state in the capacity of messenger of 
the executive department while Georgia’s 
capital was located at, Milledgeville. He 
was elected as doorkeeper of the senate 
in 1877 and has since served continuously 
in that capacity. No man has ever served 
the state more faithfully and honestly 
than Mr. Alred. He was fearless in the 
discharge of his duties and his friends 
are numbered by the hundreds. : 

During his term as doorkeeper of the 
senate, he has had many strong oppo- 
nents, yet none have been as strong as 
he in the race for the position. He has 
had several narrow. escapes from defeat, 
yet the old veteran managed to always 
came in ormthe homestretch with enough 
majority to secure his re-election. , 

At the time of Mr. Alred’s death he was 
seventy-eight years of age. 

The old man has served the state and 
her good people well. His familiar face 
will be missed at Georgia’s capital by all 
who knew him. His memory will live in 
the hearts of his friends and his name 
will be handed down to posterity as one 
of Georgia’s most devoted servants. .

Another $5,000 Subscribed. 


Just as the convention adjourned, Dr. T 
T. Eaton announced that another subscrip- 
tion of $5,000 for the centennial fund had 
been made by the first Baptist church at 
Knoxville, Tenn. 


The Afternoon Session. 

The afternoon session started with an 
amendment to one of the resolutions offered 
during the morning on financial methods. It 
was adopted. 

A resolution to publish a mission hand: 
— ~ charge by Dr. Felix, of Lynch- 

urg, Va., and after 
iced adopted. a few short remarks 
Rev. C. A. Fulton then read the report of 
the coramittee on missions to the white peo- 
ple. It said that the work «wns going on 
very slowly. _The missionaries among the 
white people in the mountains are mostly 
mountaineers themselves and not always ca- 
pable of leading their flocks to a higher 
conception of the Bible. The report went 
on to state that the work among the white 
people in the large cities was of prima 
importance and not being worked with ak 
vigor ‘as the situation demanded. 

tev. Mr. Brown, of North Carolina, then 
asked if the convention would discharge the 
regular order of. business long enough to 
settle a little matter. It was in regard to 
the burial of Mr. G. W. Bushyhead, who was 
supposed to be a member of the convention. 
dis name was on the register, but some of 
the members said he was not a delegate, 
Dr. Hawthorne remarked that he had been 
here two or three weeks. Bushyhead had 
no family anywhere, nor did anybody know 
of his church. Upon further investigation 
he proved not to be a Baptist in good stand- 
ing, i ae Vagrant going around 
begging alnis. ow e got mix- 
ed up with the convention no one 
seemed to know, but as Dr. Powell, of the 
Southern Medical college, had paid his fu- 
neral expenses out of respect to the Ba 
tists, the convention» made up the sum in 
a few minutes. 

A Storm Bursts on the Convention. 


Here a storm burst on the convention. 
Up to this time with all the mass of rapid- 


ly moving business, all had been harmony. 

t was as if a cyclone had swept the placid 
bosom. of the lake. When Rey. C. C 
Brown, of South Caroliua, brought in a re- 

ort upon mission work amng the hegroes 

t was fuund to be loaded; the first sentence 
was like the sputtering of a fuse, and a sec- 
ond or two later a bomb exploded. The re 
port speaks for itself; here it is: 

A Very Loud Keport. 

If it be true that we shall have to give ac- 
count to God for our treatment of the negroes 
just as for our treatment of the decalogue, 
‘he part of the home boards’ report that deals 
with the question of work among the negroes 
will be damaging evidence to us in the day 
of the great tissize.- The writer of the report 
shows considerable ingenuity, and has easily 
made it possibie for us who are doing nothing 
for the uegroes to flatter ourselves over the 
fact that we are really doing a great deai. 
The report tells us how much the negroes 
gained vy being made slaves—how they rose 
gradually from barbarism—how in exchange 
for a very meager language they received 
our tongue, “rick with tpe spoils. of tinte,”’ 
how sleeping faculties were aroused, and new 
tastes aud desires imparted; aud how Uhris- 
tian melodies banished from their cabin homes 
the voodoolsm of the fatherland. 

To this is added what our conrention should 
not alow to go unchallenged, viz., a state- 
ment of what our state governments are doing 
for the negroes in the way of education. The 
fact that a part of the public.taxes is ex- 
pended in their behalf can never answer the 
question, what are Baptist churches doing 
tor the salvation of the negroes? 

The third paragraph of the report puts the 
condition of the negro before us in a very 
good light. It seems, according to the report, 
that they suffer from some few doctrinal 
errors, and many of their preachers are not 
exactly prepared to preach, but even with 
this, they are rapidly being evangelized. 
Their ratio of church membership is said to 
be greater than ours, and they ape very well 
supplied with houses of worship. The report 
comes to a mild and moet close by sayin 
if men and mouey could be found a plentifu 
harvest would be reaped from ttis field; bu? 
there is no promise that one of the secre- 
taries is going to take the fleld, or that any- 
thing at all will be done more than bas been 
done, which amounts. virtually to nothing. 

Turning aside now from the survey of a re- 
port which only helps usallto keep quiet and 
continue in the good work of doing nothing, 
let us see if there are not sowe other facts 
that ought to be considered. The negroes arte 
still in a deplorable condition. Their homes 
in most cases, are habitations of vice, and 
many of their churches are tn extreme con- 
fusion and corruption. Marriage is — en- 
obliga- 
tion except as law compels it. Today ther 
virtuall have @ monopoly in the. south, at 
least, of jail, the dungeon, the gallows 
and their social. life writes no laws which 
shut off the. virtuous from the vicious or the 
honest from the dishonest. 

And to stay this tide of corruption and ruin, 
what are southern Baptists doing? Here 
and there in a Christian home a negro is 
taught about God; here and there some faith- 
ful one may bave a class in a negro Sunday 
school, or a pastor may give a spare hour to 
a service in a negro church. But as a great 
denomination and the denomination which 
the negroes seem. most naturally to take to— 
we are doing almost nothing at all. Here and 
there a good brother is holding an occasional 
something called an_ institute, a sort of 
anamolous , aggregation that cannot be ex- 
lained by referring to a likeness of anything 
n. heayen or on- earth, or in the waters 
under the earth. 

But these very institutes. indicate that our 
board has made a just diagnosis of the case, 
and the disease lies among the preachers. 
The negroes have, as a rule, no phage ee 
properly equipped to teach them; they have 
no: schools—or very few-—sultable to educate

But can we build and endow schools and 
colleges? Can we who are pressed by deafen- 
ing appeals from so many quarters ever 
think of undertaking the great work Of ed- 
ucating the negro minority?

ucating negro preachers, and as. far as pos- 
sible and practicable to make use of the 
schools and colleges already set up in the 
south, no matter , agtie set up, so long as 
they are found to le and proper places 
for the arneeg Ena ptist preachers about 
God and the Bible.

He was 
against the government, not because he had 
any reason for it, but that he was consti- 
tutionally an obstructionist, and that is 
true of a few people within the precincts of 
this southern Baptist convention. They are 
‘ag’in the government,’ against the existing 
order of things; they are against the men 
who are leading this convention in the great 
work which God committed to our hands. 

“Now, when a man goes along quietly, 
doing the best he can in the sphere in which 
God has placed him, to help on the great 
work of advancing the kingdom of Christ, 
working in the spirit of Christ, he is not apt 
to make much of a stir in the world. When 
a horse is pulling along in the team, doing 
his full share of the work, he does not at- 
tract much attention, but when he balks 
and kicks he attracts the attention of every- 
body about him. Now, it is to be depre- 
cated that some brethren will not just pull 
along with the great gospel team and do 
their share of the work and that they will 
seek to draw attention to themselves by 
kicking against the existing order of things. 
1 very much deprecate the language which 
our brother used in reference to the honored 
secretary of our home mission board... If 
there is one man within the brother 
hood of the southern Baptists that no man 
can afford to attempt to ridicule, that man 
is I. T. Tichenor.” (Applause.)

Dr. Burrows—They can’t help it. 

Dr. Hawthorne continuing said: ‘He 
speaks of the ingenuity of the secretary, in- 
timating that he could make a report. which 
was misleading in its statements. If there 
is one man on this broad continent who is 
incapable of doing such a thing, that man 
is I. T. Tichenor.’ 

Mr Brown—I would like to call for .the 
report. That idea doesn’t occur init. 

Ir. Hawthorne—Yov speak of ingenuity, 
I am sure that our brother has done him- 
self no credit and has certainly made no 
contribution to the cause of missions in 
inaking such statements in reference to our 
venerable and belovea secretary. 

“He attempts to ridicule the statement 
made by the secretary in this report that 
the colored people of the so6uth madé great 


while they were in bondage. I did not 
know that there was‘ an intelligent man ‘on 
southern soil who doubted the truth of that 
statement. I have never found the man 
who did not believe that under the provi- 
dence of God, slavery, southern as vew 
had proved to be a benefit to the enslave 
race. They were breughi to this country 
in an absolutely barbaric state and in the 
relation which they sustained te the white 
people of the south, they took On a grdpt 
measure of the civilization of the white pe 
ple. They had opportunities for religous 
instruction, and when the day of emancipa- 
tion came—I thank God that it did come— 
when it came this people were immeasura- 
bly removed from the condition in which 
they were when ther were landed as bai 
barians upon our shore, The secretary has 
simply made that statement.’ 

‘‘My brother is a southern man; he has 
intimated that he is proud of it. He objects 
to the statement which the secretary made 
in regard to what the state.governments of 
tuis south were doing for this Escars. I 
think it is certainly creditable to the people 
of Georgia that the public school system is 
really doing more for the colored people than 
for the white people Governor Northen, 
what proportion of the tax is paid: by the 
white people? 

Governor Northen—I can’t “ae it to you 
definitely, but the white people pay by far 
the larger part of it. : 

Dr. Hawthorne—The white people pay 
the larger pert of the tax and yet the colo- 
red people of Georgia are getting more bene- 
fit from the schoo] tax than the white 
ple of the state, and it is a fact that the 
state of Georgia, by its school tax, is doing 
more for the education and elevation of the 
colored people of the commonwealth than is 
being done by all the philanthropy of the 
north, and from all other quarters of the 
earth. I have nothing to say against what 
our northern brethren are doing. I honor 
and thank them for it, but as a matter of 
fact; what is done for their education b 
philanthropic men in the north is insignifi- 
cant in comparison with what the state of 
Georgia is doing by taxing her people to 

raise educational funds. 

Governor Northen—I can give you more 
definite information than I did awhile ago. 
The tax valuation of Georgia is $445,000,- 

. The negroes pay tax on $14,000,000. 
The white folks pay the balance. 

Dr. Hawthorne—So I think it is some- 
thing to the credit of the Baptists, who are 
the dominant religious sect. in this state, 
that they submit to such taxation, that these 
people -who- pay the tax are willing to have 
that burden imposed upon them because they 
realize the importance of taking these peo- 
ple and fitting them for the solemn duties 
of American citizenship. If the Baptists 
of Georgia were opposed to such taxation 
there would be no such taxation. Our 
brother intimates in his report that our mis- 
sion board is doing nothing for these people. 
I have the charity to believe that he was 
ignorant of the facts. Now, as a matter 
of fact, last year the home board had sixty 
of its missionaries in the service of these 
colored people. About sixty of its assist- 
ants were sustained by this rd by funds 
contributed by these white Baptists. Sixt 
missionaries were in the pay of the board. 
Surely that does not indicate that they were 
indifferent to their religious welfare. The 
board has made its appeals to the conven- 
tion on behalf of these needy ple; the 
board can do no more than the Baptists of 
the south will enable it todo. Why should 
he make the charge against the board as 
if the board were not obeying the instruc- 
tions of its creator, this convention, as if 
the board were attempting to trick in some 
way this convention, as if the board had 
not made the proper distribution of the 
funds put into its treasury? I am sure 
that the board has gone just as far in this 
matter as it was warranted in any by the 
instructions of the convention. Vhy did 
not he stand on this platform and make his 
charge against the convention itself? He 
says that the negroes are going to the dogs 
and that virtue is unknown among them. 
Well, the negroes are not going to the dogs.

CHIEF ARTHUR WILL ARRIVE TODAY. 


It Will Be a Long and a Very Busy Con- 
ference—Many Tourists from Penn- 
sylvania Arrive in the City. | 


One hundred and fifty delegates to the 
convention of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers have arrived. 

Chief Arthur and the other grand offi-
